I submit  a brief  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
Urban  District  for  the  year  1§48,  including  your  Sanitary  Inspector’ s Report  for 
the  same  period. 


The  year  has  been  uneventful  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  public  health. 
There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  and  no  marked  sickness  rates  among  the 
population  generally.  It  is  true  that  a mild  type  of  whooping  cough  kept 
smouldering  from  January  to  June;  there  were  some  cases  of  mild  Scarlet  Fever,  some 
of  whom  were  sent  to  Isolation  Hospital  for  dome  otic  reason:-:;  but  the  significant 
feature  is  the  continued  absence  of  Diphtheria  from  our  midst.  Whilst  for  a small 
community  like  ours  undue  emphasis  on  such  an  absence  might  be  misleading,  the 
figures  for  the  country  as  a whole  should  be  realized  by  parents  and  guardians  of 
children.  The  number  of  cases  fox*  the  country  as  a whole  in  1948  was  8034-,  whilst 
the  average  annual  number  for  the  ten  years  1931" 1940  was  55  *,000.  During  194-8  there 
were  approximately  15 0 deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  the  whole  country,  while  the 
average  annual  death  rate  during  the  same  ten  year  period  was  28001  Such  figures 
as  these  should  be  sufficient  to  convince  any  rational  being  of  the  value  of 
immunisation,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  ail  parents  and  guardians  will 
continue  to  support  this  preventive  measure  by  having  their  children  effectively 
protected  before  they  attain  one  year  of  ago  and  as  a further  precaution  by  having 
an  extra  injection  on  reaching  school  age. 


The  Death  Rate  for  the  district  is  high  when  compared  with  the  country 
as  a whole  but  the  average  age  at  death,  70.6  years,  is  an  indication  of  the  age 
composition  of  the  community.  The  lower  Birth  Rate  is  an  index  of  the  same. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  comparability  factor  available  for  correcting  these 

rates. 


The  local  Hospital,  nursing  and  ambulance  services,  though  under 
different  authorities  since  5th  July  1948,  continue  to  function  as  before,  and  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  continues  its  valuable  voluntary  work  for  the 
community.  But  we  are  considerably  alarmed  at  the  imminent  prospect  of  having 
no  local  maternity  home  to  which  wo  can  admit  expectant  mothers  who  for  domestic 
or  other  reasons  cannot  be  accommodated  at  home.  This  is  a pressing  problem  at 
the  moment. 

Water  Supply.  The  water  supply  is  ample  and  of  good  quality  and 
bacteriological  examination  on  five  occasions  gave  entirely  satisfactory  results. 
Complaints  are  frequently  heard  of  an  objectionable  taste  from  the  water  as  the 
result  of  preventive  chlorination,  but  there  is  no  evidence  that  health  is  in  any 
way  affected  thereby,  though  without  such  treatment  there  is  a real  risk  that  the 
public  health  might  be  endangered.  During  the  year  an  extensive  investigation 
into  the  action  of  the  water  (crude  and  chlorinated)  on  copper  and  lead  piping 
revealed  that  such  action  is  present,  but  not  to  such  a degree  as  to  be  in  any  way 
injurious  to  health.  This  matter  was  communicated  to  the  Water  Company,  who  are 
always  most  willing  to  co-operate  in  safeguarding  the  public  supply.  With  the 
exception  of  one  small  hamlet  of  some  six  houses  and  under  thirty  persons  who 
derive  their  supply  from  a stand  pipe  at  considerable  inconvenience,  the  whole  town 
is  supplied  by  the  company  direct  to  their  hemes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  An  extension  of  the  existing  sewerage  system 
has  been  installed  to  serve  the  new  housing  estate  at  the  West  End,  embracing  140 
houses.  Two  cases  of  river  pollution  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.  There  have  been  some  three  cases  of  gastric 
upset  frem  the  consumption  of  synthetic  cream,  from  which  staphylococci  were 
recovered.  The  sale  of  ice-cream  from  premises  not  primarily  constructed  for  this 
purpose  and  by  vendors  who  have  not  been  thoroughly  schooled  in  the  technique  of 
surgical  cleanliness  calls  for  special  supervision  in  the  handling  and  disposal 
of  such  an  easily  contaminated  commodity. 

The  production  and  distribution  of  milk  is  conducted  under  generally 
satisfactory  conditions;  but  it  seems  to  point  to  bad  housekeeping  that  in  a town 
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of  this  sizo  so  much  valuable  food  has  to  be  condemned  by  the  time  it  reaohes 
the  ro toilers. 

Housing.  Having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  considerable  progress 
has  boon  made  in  providing  houses  for  the  many  who  have  been  anxiously  looking 
forward  to  establishing  hones  for  themselves  and  their  families,  and  work  is 
still  in  progress  to  meet  the  big  demand  which  has  yet  to  be  satisfied.  ^he 
provision  of  suitable  accommodation  fur  in c eLuorly,  though  not  lost  sight  of,  has 
svill  to  be  met;  and  the  utilisation  of  many  of  the  unweildy  Victorian  houses 
which  became  vacant  presents  a real  challenge  to  the  architect  who  tries  to 
convert  then  into  desirable  and  workable  modern  flats. 

In  administration  of  the  Factory  Acts  local  action  where  necessary  has 
been  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  your  Surveyor. 

I h-avo  to  acknowledge  again  with  thanks  the  ready  help  and  co-operation 
I have  had  from  all  your  staff  , from  the  County  Council  Health  and  Laboratory 
Staffs,  and  from  the  Bristol  Health  Authority  when  dealing  with  infectious 
diseases,  and  also  from  my  colleagues.

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  new  house  refuse  vehicle  has  improved  the  hygienic  conditions  of 
collection.  There  were  some  unfortunate  "break-downs"  in  the  early  days  of  its  use 
with  consequent  inconveniences  caused  to  householders  owing  to  alteration  of  days  of 
collection.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  not  be  a recurrence,  although  staffing  may 
still  cause  some  difficulties. 

An  improvement  is  observed  in  the  provision  of  proper  and  adequate 
covered  bins  but  there  are  still  a number  of  householders  who  place  their  house 
refuse  in  any  old  improvised  container  which  is  unsatisfactory  and  unhygienic. 

The  estimated  tonnage  collected  during  the  year  is  2,000  tons.

Yards,  sheds,  piggeries,  rivers,  the  coast  and  rocks  eto. , have  been 
regularly  insnected  and  baited  in  accordance  with  Government  instructions. 

A special  effort  has  been  made  in  conjunction  with  Regional  Rodent  Officers 
to  inspect  and  deal  with  public  sewers.  All  main  sewers  have  been  treated  and  entire 
satisfaction  with  the  results  has  been  expressed  by  the  Regional  Rodent  Officer.
